So 

be must, And the warning uttered by his crime, his

The purport, it not the intent, ot this statement, 
which the Advocate substantially indorses, is to 
shift the responsibility of crime from the per- 
son who commits it to the shoulders of society, 
because society: allows the use of strong drinks, 
which, of course; places the responsibility no- 
where. We confess we are a little surprised to 
see such a doctrine as this advanced by the Chris- 
tian Advocate, or any other advocate of Christi- 
gnity. We had supposed the doctrine of per- 
eonal responsibility to be one of the fundamental 
elements,—the very grofindwork of its faith, and 
cat, without this cardinal principle, there would 
bo little efficiency in the Christian system. Most 
doorxtainly, in all its appeals to sinners, the evan- 
gelical pulpit insists upon this doctrine as a vital 
point, They are told, with great earnestness 
and emphasis, that it will be no excuse for them 
because other men sin; to put it still more 
strongly, it will be uo excuse even because some 
members of churches sin. They are told that all 
the goodness of sbeiety cannot save them, and 
that all the badness of society cannot excuse 
them. This lesson is earnestly impressed upon 
them, that they are responsible for themselves, 
and that they must answer for them- 
aclves in the Day of Judgment This is the 
teaching of the Bible. It is the teaching of all 
religionists and theologians, from the Fathers 
of the Church to those who are to-day standing 
© in the Christian pulpits. Else why was a con- 
| science implanted in the human breast to infal- 
ux indicate what is good and what is evil? 

An illustration which affords a parallel case 
will answer our purposes. The Lord cre- 
ated the Garden of Eden and filled it 
full of all pleasant things which were 
goodly to the 
created man and the lower animals to live in it 
and enjoy them. Having done this, he filled 
tree with fruit and hung its branches with 
btation, and, knowing the frailties of Eve and 
n. informed them of the fatal consequences 

which must ensue from eating it. Meanwhile 

they had everything in abundance which could 

minister to the enjoyment of the senses, —all

But here was the fruit of the tree of good and

| accost Eve in an alluring form of speech, and 
invite her to eat of the fruit with the assurance 

| that it would result in no harm to her. The weak 
woman yielded, andshe and Adam were punished 
equally by banishment from Paradise and con- 
| demnation to life-long labor. Now, according 
to the doctrine of the Christian Advocate, so- 
ciety was responsible, in part, for the fall of 
Adam and Eve, and not they themselves. The 
only eociety of that time was the Lord and the 

Devil, and, according to this doctrine, the Lord 
and the Devil must share the responsibility.

SCHURZ ON CALDWELL. 

Mr. Carl Schurz made one of the most 
eloquent speeches of his Congressional career 
on the resolution declaring Caldwell’s seat in the 
Senate vacant. He examined the case (1) asa 
question of law, (2) as a question of fact, and 
(3) as a question of public policy. In regard to 
the law, he did not pause to go over the 


which provides that each House shall be the 
judge of the election, returns, and qualifica- 
tions of its own members.” The House of Rep- 
resentatives has repeatedly acted under this con- 
stitutional provision, and the language leaves no 
doubt that the Senate has equal power in the 
case of its own members. In answer to the 
point, urged by those who oppose the resolution, 
that the bribery occurred before the election 
actually occurred, Mr. Schurz held that the 
fraud was ofa nature to vitiate the contract, 
and that the constitutional provision clearly 
gave the Senate authority to go back of the elec- 
tion to ascertain the means by which it was 
brought about, when it prescribed the preroga- 
tive of judging not only of the returns and the 
qualifications, but of the election itself. It was 
an anomalous position in which certain Senators 
were found, insisting that the vacating of Mr. 
Caldwell's seat was an encroachment on State 
sovereignty, when the same gentlemen had 
openly advocated measures, the encroachment 
of which was not even denied. Senators 
once elected pass out of the control 
of their State Governments and become a 
part of the Federal Government. It is only 
under the constitutional clause making each 
House the judge of its own membership that 
Senators are amenable to anycontrol. The facts 
‘in the Caldweil case have been reviewed carefully 
by Mr. Schurz, who finds that the maa was dis- 
tinguished by only one thing—an uncommon 
abundance of money. His election was managed 
by a horde of political managers, versed in the 
law tricks of the trade, and familiar with the ap- 
pliances of corruption. Back of him was a huge 
moneyed corporation, prepared to extend its 
power with the employment of its funds. One 
candidate was bought off for $15,000 ; it became 
known that there was money in the 
election; if one man’s vote was 
worth certain zum, another's was 
worth as much. The contagion spread, and, 
n the words of Mr. Schurz, the frequency of 
the practice blunts the individual conscience, 
and the Legislature was transformed into a 
market where votes are bought and sold.” Such 
are the law.and the facts of the Caldwell case. 

The question ot public policy involved in 
the Caldwell case is one that reaches beyond the 
immediate action of the Senate. It affects the 
morals of the whole country. If it be estab- 
lished thata seat in the Senate obtained by 
purchase may not be vacated by a majority vote, 
then purchasers will become more numerous. 
The giant moneyed corporations, which already 
own Legislatures, will extend their power by re- 
taining seats in the United States Senate. The 
precedent would inaugurate a policy whereby the 
use of money to control Senatorial elections 
would no longer need to be covered up, whereby 
the acts of Congress would be shaped in the 
interests of private individuals, and whereby 
money would be taken out of the pockets of the 
people to be transferred to the pockets of the 
favored few. Mr. Schurz pointed to the Credit 
Mobilier developments and the comments 
thereon to prove that the confidence of the 
American people was already shaken 
as to the integrity of our public men. 
The confessed mability or unwillingness 
of the United States Senate to rebuke the use of 
money in the control of elections, and to refuse 
the recognition of an election so procured, 
would weaken public confidence still more, be- 
sides encouraging the practices thus virtually 
condoned. In this way the character of repre- 
sentative government is at stake. When it has 
come to be known that no penalty awaits the 
purchase of a seat in the Senate; that it is only 
necessary to get there by fair means or fonl in 
order to hold the seat with the full privileges and 
powers of membership, it is useless to deny 
that the efforts to purchase will increase. 
With the increase of these efforts, and the 
| recognition of a common practice of buying and 
selling, the temptation will lose all the essence 
of its warning, the yielding will be unaccompa- 
nied by remorse, and the oppressors of the peo- 
ple will buy themselves the power necessary to 
sustain their system of plunder. The moral of 
the Caldwell case is thus clearly and eloquently 
stated by Senator Schurz: 


Sir, whatever personal disagreement*, whatever par- 
tisan quarrels, may divide us, upon this, at ‘oust, all 
American Senators should be unanimous. 
treat you not to forget—and no man who bas 
history of the world with profit will or canf 
that when, in s Republic circumstanced like this, 
the power of corruption has grown great, and 
threatens to become overwhelming, and a move- 
ment of the popular mind has sprung up to resist and 
check it, one of two results will follow: either that 
movement of healthy reaction will succeed, the social 
and political atmosphere will be purified, and all will 
go well, or the movement will fail; a feeling of dis- 
couragement, and then of torpid indifference, will 
settle upon the popular mind; further effort will be 
deadened by hopelessness, and corruption will riot, 
not as it did before, but far worse than ever before; 
and nobody khows where it will end. I need not say 
to which of these two results the American Senate 
should use its powers to contribute. ö 

That this is the alternative from which the 
American people must choose, is taught by his- 
tory and confirmed by human reason. The riot 
of corruption, the depth of depravity, the ex- 
cesses of social and political immorality, which 
the American people would reach in their fall 
and decline, would be measured only by the 
grandeur hitherto attained in the paths of recti- 


tude.

taken away by force. The British Consul claims 
that this was an invasion of the recognized 
sanctity of diplomatic residences, and it is re- 
ported that a British man-of-war has been sent 
for. Tho British Government has never beon 
slow to resent construed insults to its repre- 
sentatives, and has gone to further quarters of 
the globe than the island of Santo Domingo to 
protect its citizens or toavengeits wrongs. The 
fact that the present difficulty has grown out of 
the American movement on the island, and may 
lead to the checking of the proposed private gov- 
ernment to be set up on the peninsula, will prob- 
ably act as an additional inducement for the 
British Government to assert the full measure 
of whatever rights it may have in the premises. 
An open revolt among the people at this time is 
also indicative of a more formidable revolution 
when the Samana Bay Company, the object of 
the popular antagonism, shall actually proceed 
to establish its anomalous sovereignty.

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WIFE-WHIPPING IN ILLINOIS. 

The House of Representatives of Illinois has 
rejected. bill which, perhaps, ought to have 
ceived a different fate. The bill proposed to 
punish habitual wife-whipping by the summary 
process of whipping the offender publicly upon 
the bare back. 

The whipping-post is generally denominated a 
“relic of barbarism,” and this is perhaps the 
reason why the bill was defeated. The objec- 
tion to a whipping-post is, that the man who has 
once been puhlicly flogged is forever there- 
after so degraded that he may be considered 
as having lost his manhood. It is considered 
that such a degradation is inconsistent with civ- 
ilization. This punishment was once general in 
England and in this country for petty offenses. 
There was a time, and not so very remote, when 
forgery, larceny, false swearing, and other crimes 
were punished by death. The whipping-post, | 
the pillory, and the stocks were then the punish- 
ment for what was considered the inferior class 
of crimes. In the mitigation of punishments 
for crimes, and when the reformatory principle 
took the place of the avenging one, imprison- 
ment was substituted for hanging in a large class 
of cases, and the whipping-post, stocks, and pil- 
lory were abandoned. The lash, however, was 
continued for a long time in the army and navy, 
and it has not been quite twenty years since it 
was abolished in the American service. In sev- 
eral States the punishment of flogging for petty 
crimes was kept up as applied to nagroes, or to 
slaves, but at this time we do not.believe it is in 
force as a punishment for general crimes in any 
State except Delaware and North Carolina. The 
member of the Legislature who prepared this 
bill did not intend to revive the whipping-post as 
® general institution; he proposed to confine 
that mode of punishment to the one crime of 
habitual wife-whipping; for instance, that the 
man convicted for the third time of whipping his 
wife, instead of being fined and imprisoned, 
should be punished by ten blows upon his bare 
back, administered with a rawhide. It is ques- 
tionable whether the House of Representatives 
did not err against humanity in rejecting this 
bill. 

There is no crime more degrading and in- 
famous than that of wife whipping. No ration- 
al or decent man can imagin any circum- 
stances where a husband should beat or 
whip his wife, when it would not be just as law- 
ful and proper for him to whip or beat any other 
woman. As a general rule, the man who beats 
his wife never beats any other person. He has 
all the evil propensities of o ther brutes, but 
lacks the courage to try his hand when he might 
get worsted.- When he wants to beat anybody, 
and to gratify his ruffianly taste, he selects 
a woman, and that woman his wife, who has no 
person to take up her quarrel. Unable to resist 
him, she has to take whatever violence he chooses 
to inflict, and, when the wretch has gratified his 
malignity, he threatens her with another whip- 
ping should she make any complaint. What is 
the woman to do? As a general thing, these vic- 

tims are in humble circumstances, and have help- 
less children dependent on them. The wages 
or earnings of the husband are essential to their 
support. To fineand imprison him, is to provide 
him with a home and wholesome food and com- 
fortable lodging at the public cost, and reduce 
her and the children to destitution and want. 
The law does not punish him at all, but it 
does punish with want and destitution the wife 
who appeals to it for protection against the hus- 
band. In this State of the law wife-whipping 
is encouraged ; the victim of the beating endures 
the whole penalty, while the coward brute be- 
comes the guest of the public; is comfortably 
lodged; bas his meals regular; has medical 
attendance, and enjoys the benefit of religious 
teachings and the pleasure of a well-selected 
library. While heis thus cared for, the wife 
and her babes are left to suffer for want of food 
and shelter. 

How would the case be if, instead of a fine and 
sixty days in the Bridewell, the wife-whipper 
was taken from the court into a room 
ab the station, and there given ten stripes on 
the bare back, and then sent back te his work, 
and compelled to support the wife and family he 
had abused? What would be the effect on the 
man? In the first place, justice would be vindi- 
cated, because the whole punishment would fall 
on the guilty, and not on the innocent, as now. 
Would the man be inhumanly degraded? What 
can further degrade a man who beats his wife ? 
The man who is shameless enough to stand up 
in open court and avow himself a wife-whipper, 
and is willing to go to prison for ninety 
days, that she and his children may starve 
in the meantime, does not possess that 
kind of manly spirit and high-strung valor that 
ean be crushed or humiliated with a rawhide. 
Such a man has no respect for anything but 
superior violence; no punishment but physical 
pain has any terror for him; and, if ha had to 
take ten welts upon his bare back each time he 
whipped his wife, he would no more strike her 
than he would strike a man from whom he 
knew he would receive a wholesome 
thrashing. Punishment should not only be 
proportioned to the crime, but adapted to its 
prevention. 80 long as the law provides no 
practical punishment for wife-whipping, the 
crime 8 encouraged, and, in providing a penalty 
that will be adequate and at the same time pre- 
ventive, perhaps the Legislature could not do 
better than treat the criminal in kind, let him 
taste his own discipline, and feel the force of his 
own instrument. 

Mr. Matthew Arnoia, the sen un Dr. Arnold, of 
Rugby, England, and well known asa poet, has 
recently written a work in which he comes to the 
defense of the Bible against the theologians, in 
a manner which is creating a very decided breeze 
in England. Mr. Arnold believes in holding 
fast to the Bible as to life itself, 
taking it in its simple and natural 
meaning as a guide to conduct anda rule of 
righteousness in actual living: and in throwing 


away all the criticism and tinkering of the the- 
ologians. He denounces the latter as narrow, com- 
monplace, and bigoted people, who construct for 
themselves a narrow, commonplace, and bigoted 
Godhead, and says that the current conception 
of the Trinity isa trio of “ infinitely-magnified 
and improved Lord Shaftesburys.” There is a

but his personalities have made him many bitter 
enemies. 


** ACROSS THE CONTINENT.” 

Several seasons have elapsed since this phrase 
was but upon its travels. It gained its fullest 
meaning on the completion of the Pacific rail - 
ways, although its first use dates back to the 
Holliday stages. The completion of the railway 
lines from ocean to ocean awoke enthusiasm 
among the world of travelers; and admiring 
sight-seers deluged the press with descriptions 
of the wonders of the great interior. It is timely 
to ask whether the full promise with which the 
great route was opened has been maintained 
among the world of tourists, and toask the reasons 
for the decadence. It is not to be found in any 
disappointment experienced by sight-seers who 
have come back round-eyed with wonder at the 
Yosemite, the Geysers, and the mountain and 
mining marvels. There has been nothing dis- 
cernible in the route that has chilled the zeal 
with which, two seasons ago, the phrase across 
the continent” was entertained in a discussion 
of tours. 

The simple fact would seem to be, that in this, 
as in other respects, the great Pacific lines have 
fallen into a cold, selfish management, whose 
policy has swung between the two ex- 
tremes of lavish profuseness in dead-head- 
ing and short-sighted niggardliness in com- 
mon business transactions. To help schemes of 
covetousness and greed, it was nothing to send 
train-loade of dead-heads over the road, followed 
by trains whose passengers and freight were 
alike burdened with extortions. Wedeem the 
late circular cutting off the pass system a good 
beginning of a better era, for a pass over that 
route would almost certainly, aftenthis, burn a 
hole in the pocket of the legislator or editor re- 
ceiving it. It is well to reform it altogether, 
and no one will be left to complain, if the rule 
is a rigid one. 

But does that meet the whole case, and re- 
move all the disabilities of this great trans-con- 
tinental thoroughfare, whose line runs through a 
new world of wonders? Why is it that the 
tourists have fallen off, that the pleasure-seek- 
ers and summer-travelers and summer excur- 
sions have so notably lapsed from patronage of 
this route? Foreign-bound steamers leave New 
York loaded down to the guards with passen- 
gers, whose state-rooms have been secured 
months in advance. These Americans go abroad, 
turning their backs upon wonders of nature in 
their own country which the Old World 
cannot equal. Is it not about time to find 
the reason for this hegira, a reason 
that can be brought home to the management 
of the Pavific roads? The traveler calls for his 
money’s worth, and these railroad allies in ex- 
tortion have fastened a price upon their com- 
modity which tourists declare to be too high. 
They can get more for the same outlay in an- 
other direction. Let us consult Nordhoff, whose 
work on California should be an oracle as to 
Pacific Railway figures, and suppose a tourist 
party of three, studying routes and guide-books 
in New York for a two months’ summer trip- 
Shall they go across the continent or to Europe? 
As to the former, Nordhoff tells them the expense 
for fares as follows:

$359.00 
For a party of three, $1,077.00. 

For a party of three, or for 300, there is no 
abatement. Two hundred delegates to the 
Young Men’s Christian Association recently of- 
fered $200 apiece as an excursion rate from New 
York to San Francisco and return 640, 000 for 
the party. It wasloftily refused. So the Na- 
tion Convention Y. M. C. A. meets this year in 
Poughkeepsie.

Our party sit down to a short calculation, and 
discover that the tour of Hurope can be made 
for $219 less than the trip “across the conti- 
nent,” a saving of $73 to each. Is it any marvel 
that they postpone the Big Trees and the 
Yosemite, to the loss of our great national 
highway? Itis the first necessity of success- 
ful business to understand your competition, 
and railway managers cannot escape suffering 
from failure to observe the rule. Even 
though they hold their heads very 
high, and have an eye mainly to the 
foot-bail game of their company’s stock in Wall 
street, secking their own private gains there- 
from. Perhaps it is not for the public, nor for 
the press representing the public, to prescribe 
fares to railway managers. But we can at least 
give some of the reasons why pleasure travel has 
largely diminished on the Pacific Railways, and 
why last season we heard little or nothing of 
excursions, and why the tourists are all going 
abroad. These facts, it strikes us, are some- 
thing for Mr. Horace F. Clarke and his associates 
to consider. They did well in eutting off dead- 
heads. We hope they meant business. But is 
there nothing they can do to bring their great 
national thoroughfare into more favor with 
pleasure travelers, singly and in crowds? Not only 
are they the sufferers, but all connecting lines 
east of the Missouri River, that should be their 
feeders, when the season of pleasure travel be- 
gins. In behalf of these lines, as well as the 
general public, we have made this presentment 
of fects, which the Union Pacific management 
may sublimely, but not wisely, disregard.

European tour in a government vessel, is simply 
a rank and cruel injustice to those officers who 
have seen hard and dangerous service. If Presi- 
dent Grant had desired to give his son a start in 
military life, he should have sent him to the 
Modoc lava-bed, where he might have had a 
chance to flesh his maiden sword, show what 
sort of stuff was in him, and demonstrate 
his fitness to step into the place of a soldier who 
is every inchahero. We are glad to know that 
Lieut. Grant himself was opposed to the trans- 
fer, and thought it both indelicate and unjust, 
but was constrained against his own inclinations 
to accept the position which was thrust upon 
him. At the same time, this fact does not re- 
lieve the President or his family from the charge 
of insufferable selfishness and injustice, and will 
not lessen the indignation which the announce- 
ment has caused in this community.

THE SITUATION IN SPAIN. 

The declaration of a Republic in Spain was 
due more to the connivance of the abdicating 
Amadeus, than to any popular desire for that 
form of government, or any preparation of the 
public mind for such an event. The Italian 
Prince foresaw that there was but one form of 
royalty that was possible in Spain, and that was 
despotism. Unwilling, even if able, to maintain 
such a rule, he resented the insults heaped upon 
him by the Spanish nobility, and punished his 
enemies by quietly surrendering the Govern- 
ment into the hands of the theoretical Republi- 
cans. The Republicans, even in the face of two 
royal claimants, each invading Spain, and with a 
National army of doubtful tendency, find them- 
selves distracted in council by the rival demands 
that the Republic shall be one and indivisible,” 
that is, a consolidated Republic, or Democracy, 


or that it be a federal Republic, the constituent 


members of which are to be States,“ with 
boundaries known in the ancient history of 
Spain as the limits of independent kingdoms. 

These States are to comprise the modern prov- 
inces which compose what were once the sepa- 
rate kingdoms and ancient divisions of Castile, 
Aragon, Leon, Navarre, Grenada, Catalonia, 
Andalusia, Valencia, Murcia, Asturias, with the 
American dependencies, organized as integral 
States. All this reads very well theoretically, 
but, unfortunately, it is only a theory in Spain. 
The more advanced Republicans accept the 
United States as a model, and regard our geo- 
graphical division into States a» the strengthen- 
ing power, forgetting that, after all, a republic 
is only a government of written law, depending 
upon intelligence, love of country, and obedience 
to law on the partof the people. These essen- 
tials to a Republic seem to be wholly wanting in 
Spain, if, indeed, they are not foreign to the edu- 
cation, thought, and natural disposition of the 
people. The population of Spain may be classed 
under three general heads: 1. The Nobil- 
ity, the proudest, most arrogant, and 
wealthicst in Europe, and numerous enough to 
constitute one-fifteenth of the whole people. 
2. The Ecclesiastics who are, in their sphere, as 
exacting, as opposed to popular government, and 
as rich, as the nobility. They, with their depend- 
ants, form a large body of the population. These 
two classes own, or hold and control, the produc- 
tive lands of Spain. 3. The Commonality, which 
has several grades, but, as a whole, is as low in 

educational and intellectual culture as is con- 
sistent with civilization. The power of the no- 
bility and of the Church over the mass of the 
people has always been supreme, The mercan- 
tile or trading classes may form liberal govern- 
ments, but, with the conservatism of commerce, 
prefer peace. There has never been a success- 
ful revolution in Spain, except when it has been 
accomplished by a division among the nobility ; 
such revolutions have never been in the interest 
of popular liberty, but, by a portion of the privil- 
eged classes, in favor of one absolutist, against an- 
other. The temporary success, orexistence, of the 
Republic is due not to any respect or fear of the 
existing Government, but to the intense rivalry 
between the Royal claimants. It was true that 
four years ago Isabella was expelled, but that 
was accomplished as much by the arts and secret 
support of the friends of rival Monarchists, as it 
was by those who sought a liberalization of the 
Government. Liberalism in Spain means greater 
privileges and power to the nobility and to the 
Church ; it goes no further. Any King who seeks 
to control these noble and ecclesiastical chiefs, 
must do so at the cost of civil war, and, as the 
rulers of Spain during the last centuries have 
been despotic in the fullest sense of the term, 
popular liberty has been placed as if between the 
upper and nether millstone—the Crown and the 
Aristocracy. 

Tho union of Spain under one monarchy dates 
with the reign of Ferdinand and Isabella, and is 
contemporaneous with the discovery of America 
in 1492. Their daughter (Jane the Insane) 
married Philip of Austria, and they gave to the 
world the famous Emperor, Charles the Fifth. 
Under him and his son, Philip II., and the suc- 
cessors, Philip III. and Philip IV., Spain 
reached and maintained imperial power, con- 
trolling not only many of the States of Europe, 
but the greater part of the American continent, 
and large possessions in Asia and Africa. With 
the death of Philip IV. the Austrian line ended, 
and the introduction of the French Bourbons fol- 
lowed in the person of Philip V., grandson of 
Louis XIV. of France, who, in the long struggle 
for the succession, was stripped of many of his 
European possessions. He was succeeded by his 
sons, Ferdinand IV. and Charles III., the latter 
dying in 1788. Charles IV. succeeded his father, 
and with him begins the rivalry that is main- 
tained to this day as to the rightful succession 
to the throne. 

Charles IV., with his oldest son Ferdinand, were 
compelled to abdicate by Napoleon, who placed 
Joseph Bonaparte on tha Throne of Spain. In 
1814, Ferdinand VII., to the exclusion of his 
father, was recognized by the allies as King. He 
was one of the worst of the many despots the 
Bourbon family has produced. During his whole 
reign he was at war with his Nobles. The latter 
had no objection to despotism, but the King in- 
clnded them among his victims. The King had 
four wives, the last, Christina of Naples, alone 
bearing him children. These were Isabella, 
born in 1830, and Maria Louisa, born in 1832. 
When Charles IV. died he left surviving him, be- 
sides Ferdinand, two other sons, Charles, and 
Francis De Paula. The Salic law excluding fe- 
males prevailed in Spain. When near his death, 
by the procurement of Christina, Ferdinand 
abolished the Salic law in favor of his 
thereby excluding his brothers from the succes- 
sion. Notwithstanding this, upon the death of 
the King, im 1833, Charles claimed the 
Throne, and a civil war, accompanied by 


? 


all the horrors of Spanish vindictiveness, 
followed for six years. It was marked by the 
most atrocious scenes of cruelty. In 1839, 
Charles temporarily retired, but, in 1843, renewed 
the war. In 1846, after a long succession of 
intrigues, in which Louis Philip of France, 
sought to marry his son to Isabella, she was mar- 
ried to her cousin, Franci s, son of her uncle, 
Francis de Paula, thus uniting the oldest and 
youngest branches of the family against Charles, 
or as he is known to history as Don Carlos. At 
the same time, much to the surprise of Europe, 
the Queen’s sister, Marie Louisa, was married to 
the Duke of Montpensier, son of Louis Philip of 
France. In time, the contemplated fraud was 
apparent. The husband chosen for the Queen 
was but a slight degree removed from mental 
and physical imbecility. The nobility and the 
Church were united in support of Isabella, and 
it was owing to their combined support against 
Carlos that she was able to maintain the throne. 
Whatever may have been the expectations of 
Montpensier, they were defeated by the 
fact that some six years after her 
marriage, she begun having children, and 
five or more of them were born in 
succession, Montpensier isthe father of eight 
or ten children by the Queen’s sister. After a 
reign, dating from her father’s death, of thirty- 
three years, Isabella was deposed, in 1868, by a 
military insurrection under Marshal Prim, and 
fled to France, where, a year later, she f y 
abdicated in place of her son Alfonso. The Gov- 
ernment remained for two years in the hands of 
Prim and his associates. Their offer of the 
crown to a Prince of the house of Hohenzollern 
Sigmaringen, led to the controversy between 
France and Prussia, that resulted in war. Finally, 
Amadous, of Italy, was elected King, and, after 
a reign of two years, he has abdicated. 

In the meantime, Don Carlos, who, after sev- 
eral abortive attempts to revolutionize Spain, 
abdicated in favor of his son, Charles, Count de 
Montmelin, and died in 1855. In 1860, Mont- 
melin was proclaimed King by a portion of the 
army, but was agrested, and, with his brothers 


Charles and Ferdinand both died in 1861, leaving 
Juan, the representative of their family. He 
was born in 1822, and, in 1868, renounced the 
succession in favor of his son Charles, the pres- 
ent claimant, who was born March 30, 1848. 
Charles, the present head of the Carl'st party, 
married the Princess Margaret of Parma, and has 
three children. He is supported in the field by 
his brother Alfonso, who was born in 1849. 
Prince Alfonso, son of Isabella, was born in 
1857, and is but. 16 years of age, The Duke of 
Montpensier is a candidate for the throne, repre- 
senting his wife and his son Ferdinand, born in 
1859. As between these three claimants the 
Church and nobility are divided; a large body of 
tbe Church supports Carlos, and the others sup- 
port Alfonso. The nobility more generally sup- 
port Alfonso. Montpensier has but a limited 
support. When the Church and nobility shall 
agree upon Carlos, or upon Alfonso, then the 
Republic will drop out of existence, and a mon- 
archy of the old-fashioned, despotic fashion, will 


be restored in Spain.

PERIODICAL LITERATURE, 


BY PROF. WILLIAM MATHEWS, OF THE UNIVERSITY 
OF CHICAGO. 

Mr. Lecky, in his Zuropean Morals, calls at- 
tention to a “momentous intellectual revolu- 
tion” which is taking place in England, and, he 
might have added, in this country. He pointe 
out that the work of the 
public, which used to belong to book- 
makers, has been almost wholly handed 
over to the journalists who give us the 
results of their thinking in the daily and weekly 
press. Even touching abstruse subjects, such 
as philosophical and ethical theories, he main- 
tains that the weekly English papers exercise a 
greater influence than any other productions of 
the day in forming the ways of thinking of 
ordinary educated Englishmen.” These state- 
ments may startle the thoughtful reader, and 
strike him, at first, as overcharged; but 
who that considers the number, va- 
riety, and ever-increasing ability’ of these 
periodicals, can doubt it? The public 
journal, at once the echo and the prompter of 
public mind, is constantly enlarging its power 
and widening its scope. Not only is it becoming 
the common people's encyclopedia,—its school, 
lyceum, and college,—but the educated classes 
are looking to it more and more as their oracle. 
Is this a fact to be deprecated, or shal! we rejoice 
at a revolution which it is evidently not in our 
power to stop ? 

There is a class of persons who talk in a very 
melancholy strain about the light literature” 
with which they say we are deluged in these 
days. They hardly know which to regard as the 
more deplorable, that the American people 
should read so many newspapers and magazines, 
or that scholars should waste so much of their 
time in contributing to these ephemeral publica- 
tions. Under their baleful influence we are 
losing, it is feared, all terseness, elegance, and 
idiomatic purity of style, and all capacity 
for serious thought. Skimming the surface 
of things, acquiring no solid, thorough informa- 
tion, we shall be speedily,in Dr. Johnson’s 
phrase, like the inhabitants of a besieged town, 
—we shall have a mouthful of every kind of 
knowledge, and a bellyful of none.” But what 
do these croakers mean by light literature? Is 
not the word purely relative? May not reading 
which is light as chaff to one man be as weighty 
‘as grain to another? The question with the 
great majority of men is not whether they shall 
read newspapers and magazines, or solid, 
thoughtful books, but whether they shall read 
the former or nothing. Henry of Navarre 
longed for the time when every Frenchman 
should have a hen in his pot. That he deemed 
a better sign of a people’s prosperity than occa- 
sional big feasts in the castles of the great. The 
newspapers and magazines bring literature into 
every home, just as an aqueduct and pipe bring 
the water of Lake Michigan into the homes 
of our citizens. It is quite true that the water 
tastes occasionally of iron, and wears a rusty 
strain,—quite true that a purer draught may be 
found at some lake in the shadow of the hills; 
but the water is flowing in every hotse—which 
is the great desideratum ; and, moreover, it is 
often as pure in the basin of the citizen as be- 
F sedges which the wild 
ves. 

The truth is, the “light reading” so much 
stigmatized is a necessary prerequisite to a taste 
for something more substantial. As a horse 
cannot live upon oats without hay, so the popu- 
lar mind cannot digest its nutriment if it is too 
concentrated. There must be bulk as well as 
nutriment. Destroy our periodicals, and who 
believes that Bacon and Milton would have one 
reader a century hence where they now haves 
hundred? To thousands and tens of thousands 
the newspaper is an academy, in which they are 
prepared to profit by the instruction they will 
afterwards get in the university of which Bacon, 
Newton, Locke, Mill,—all the world’s great

We deny, however, the propriety of the term 
. “ light,” when applied in so sweeping a manner 
to the newspaper literature of the day. Those 
who use the term forget the enormous stride 
which journalism has made within the last forty 
years. Our leading newspapers are no longer 
filled with news exclusively, with raw-head and 
bloody-bones stories, or with gossip and twad- 
dling criticiam, but with ably-written editorials 
and contributions, containing the results of 


much thought and research, touching the

Nat ure, produced by human prayer. We mey add that 
(be our knowledge of science virtually ni/) we cau 
Bcarcely doubt that the amouut or physical force with u 
the — is incapable either of increase or dimint- 
tion, but only of endless modification; that the phys- 
ical nexus between phenomena, in their ceaseless flux 
and reflux, is never ken; while the order in whica 
the phenomens appear is governed by the rigor of ada- 
mantine law. The links of the chain of physical se- 
quence continue to lengthen out interminably, con- 
necting the past with the present, and uniting the 
nt to the future infallibly. Catastrophe—the break- 
— the chain —is simply inconceivable. This con- 
ception of the absolute fixity of the relations of matter 
and forces is one that Science has made axiomatic; so 
that we are forced to the conclusion that human prayer 
bas no validity asa force directly working wi the 
domain of physical nature. he true sphere and 
function of prayer are purely spiritual. 
Mr. Knight does not believe, with thinkers 
like Buckle, Lecky, Huxley, and Spencer, that 


the rein of Law is as dominant in the realm of 
mind as of matter; that there isa metaphysical 


as well as a physical science. He says: 

In the conscious freedom of our own wills, we rec- 
[tr & power, irreducible by analysis, which pro- 
our superiority to the links of physical cauea- 
tion, while it acts,in unbroken harmony with these, 
—— nature is regulated and ble; in- 
forces are ungoverned and can be combined, 
gnodified, altered, at the Divine will. In that outer re- 
gion all is orderly and fair. But in the region of the 
Spiritual there is conscious disorder, moral chaos, which 
is at once an evidence of the need, and a vindication of 
the reasonablenee of an interference with it. Since 
then it can be altered for the better (while physical na- 
ture cannot), and since the alteration of this internal 
world is accomplished by the efforts of a man's free

Prof. Masson does not admit that the activity 
of our modern mind is neglecting merely literary 
matters, and gathering its energies to the newer 
scientific problems of Darwin and protoplastic 
Philosophers. He says: 

The number of persons in Britain more or leas fa- 
miliar with Chaucer is now ten timos what it was ten 
years ago; portions of him are read even in our 
schools ; and we look forward to the completion of the 
long-needed critical edition of his works on which the 
Chaucer Society and the Early’ English Text Society 
(thanks — to Mr. Furnival)) are engaged between 
them, and perhaps to other editions, for popular use, 
likely to grow out of that. But, even apart from Chau- 
cer, there is a sufficient attraction of literary interest 
to his period, evidenced very happily of late in the at- 
tention of scholars and editors to some of his contem- 


poraries. There has not been a greater feat of recent 
editorship, for instance, than Mr. Skeat's reiesu or 


the Early English Text Society, of the Poems of 
iam Langland. Not only in this reissue are these 
— 8 Poems accessible now in their best texts, 
and their various texts ; not only are the Poems made 
more intelligible by the pro discrimination of the 
“Vision concerning Piers the Plowman,” from the 
“Vision of Do-weil, Do-bet, and Do-beat;” but, by 
Mr, Skeat’s careful readings, the physiognomy of the 
poet himself, and the facts of his life, bave been 
made much clearer to us than they were.

originally delivered before the Mechanics’ Insti 
tute of Montreal, takes the reassuring viow 
that, serious as the industrial war which is 
extending over Europe and the United States, 

et those who have studied industrial history 
ow that the present disturbance is mild com- 
pared with the annals of even a not very remote 
past. The study of history shows us where we 
are, and whither things are tending : 

Labor first appears in history ae a slave, treated like 
a beast of burden, chained to the door- of a Roman 
master, or lodged in the und ound man-stables 
(ergastula) on his estate, treated like a beast, or worse 
than a beast, reckiessly worked out, and then cast forth 
to die, scourged, tortured, flung in a moment of pa- 
sion to feed the lampreys, crucified for the slightest 
offense, or none, “ Set up a cross for the slave,” crics 
the Roman matron in Juvenal. Why, what has the 
slave done?“ asks her husband. One day labor strikes; 
finds a leader in Spartacus, a slave devoted as a gladia- 
tor to the vilest of Roman pleasures; wages a long and 
terrible sorvile war. The revolt is put down at last, 
after shaking the foundations ofthe State. Six thou- 
sand slaves are crucified along the road from Rome to 
Capua. Labor had its revenge, for slavery brought the 
doom of Rome. 

In the twilight of history, between the fall of Rome 
and the rise of the new natlonalities, we dimly see the 
struggle going on, There is a great insurrection of 
the oppressed peasantry, under the name of Bagaud», 
in Gaul, When the light dawns, a step has been 

ed. Slavery has been generally succeeded by serf- 
om. But serfdom is hard, The poasantry of feudal 
Normandy conspire against their cruel lords, hold 
secret meetings; the omnious name commune is 
heard. But the conspiracy is diecovered and sup- 
ressed with the fiendieh ferocity with which panic 
— a dominant class, whether in Normandy or 
Jamaica, Amidst the religious fervor of the Crusades 
egain breaks out a wild labor movement, that of 
the Pastoureaux, striking for equality in the name of 
the Holy Spirit, which, perhaps, they had as good 
a right to use as some who deemed eir 
use of it profane. This is in the coun- 
try, among the shepherds and plough- 
men, In the cities labor has congregated numbers, 
mutual intelligence, union on ite side; it is constantly 
reinforced by fugitt ves from rural serfdom; it builds 
city walls, purchases or extorts charters of liberty. 
The commercial and manufacturing cities of Italy, 
Germany, Flanders, become the cradles of free indus- 
try, and, at the same time, of intellect, civiliza- 
tion. But these are points of light amidst the ‘feudal 
darkness of the rural districte. In France, for exam- 
ple, the peasantry are cattle ; in time of peace crushed 
with forced labor, feudal burdens, and imposts of all 
kinds; in time of war driven, in unwilling masses, 
half-armed and helpless, to the shambles. 

After describing the cause of the well-known 
industrial troubles of England, which, fomented 
by the infamous Statute of Laborers and bloody 
vagrant laws, led to Wat Tyler's revolution, and

Dr. W. B. Carpenter, in a very interesting 


treatise on 

HEREDITARY PSYCHICAL TRANSMISSION, 
gives a great many proofs of the secondary ac- 
quirement or hereditary transmissibility of cer- 
tain traits and habits. He quotes from the 
valuable evidence collected by the late eminent 
horticuiturist, Mr. Thomas Andrew Knight, 
whose observing powers were to this 
subject through a long life: 

In a Memoir on the Economy of Bees, 
tributed to tho “ Philosophical Transactions,” in 1807, 
be mentioned the following fact: “A young terrier, 
whose parents had been much employed in destroying 
polecats, and a young epringing spaniel, whose an- 
cestry through many generations had been employed 
in fuding woodcocke, were reared together as compan- 
fone ; the terrier not having been permitted to see a 
polecat, or any other animai of a similar character, 
and the spaniel having been prevented from see 
woodcock or other kind of game. The terrier evinced, 
as goon as it perceived the scent of the polecat, very 
violent anger; and, as soon as it saw the polecat, at- 
tacked it with thes ame degree of fury as its parents 
would have done, The young spaniel, on the contra- 
ry, looked on with indifference; but it pursued the 
first woodcock which it ever saw with joy and exulta- 
tion, of which its companion, the terrier, did not, in 
any degree, partake.” Having given his attention for 
sixty years tothe improvement of the breed of sprin 
ing spaniols, generally used in the search for w 
cocks, Mr. Knight writes, in 1837,—‘‘1n several in- 
stances young aod whoily inexperienced dogs a 
very nearly as expert in finding woodcocks as their ex- 
periented parents; and I had the eatisfaction, in more 
than one instance, to see some of these find as many 
woodcocks and give tongue as correctly as the best of 
my older dogs.’ 

Another curious illustration is given by the re- 
searches of M. Brown-Sequard. 

In the course of his masterly experimental investi- 

tions on the functions of the Nervous System, he 

iscovered that, after a particular lesion of the spinal 
cord of the Guinea-pigs, a slight pinchiug of the skin 
the face would throw the animals 
epileptic convulsion, That this artificial epilepsy 
should be constantly producible in Guinea-pigs, and 
not in any other animals experimented on, was in 
iteeif sufficiently r; and it was not less sur- 
prising that the tendency to it persisted, after the 
on of the spinal cord seemed to have been entirely 
recovered from. But it was far more wonderful that 
when these epileptic Guinea-pigs bred together, their 
offepring showed the same predisposition, without 
having been themselves subjected to any lesion what-

On the shores 
of Mauritius, the Manatee showed at firet. no fear of 
man whatever. And the same has been noticed also in 
various other quarters of the world, with regard to the

Galapagos Islands, he tells us, this disposition is 


common to all the terrestrial species—the mocking- 
birds, finches, syIvicolw, tyrant fiy-catchers, doves, 
and hawks, There is not one which will not approach 


sufliciently near to be killed with a switch, and some- 


times with a cap or hat. A gun ia here almost super- 
fluous ; for with the muzzle of one I pushed a hawk 
off the branch of a tree. One day a mocking-bird 
lighted on the edge of a pitcher (made of the shell of a 
tortoise), which I held in my hand whilet lying down. 
It began very quietly to sip the water, and allowed me 
to lift the — from the ground. I often tried, and 
very nearly succeeded, in catching these birds by their 
lege.” The same fact has shown itself in regard to the 
birds of the Falkland Islands, which, a century ago, 
were as tame as they were in the Galapagos 
at the time of Mr. Darwin’s visit, and 
which still exhibit very little apprehension of 
man. Their tameness is etrongly contrasted with the 
habits of the same species in Tierra del Fuego, by the 
inhabitants of which they have been persecuted for 
ages past; for in the Falklands the sportaman may 
sometimes kill more of the upland geese in one day 
than he is able to carry home, whereas in Tierra del 
Fuego it is nearly as difficult to kill one, as it is to kill 
one of the common wild species in England, It is 
noteworthy, moreover, that the geese of the Falklands 
do show that they regard the Fox asan enemy to be 
avoided, by taking the precaution to build chiefly on 
islets from which it is absent. 
Hence it was justly concluded by Mr. 
“ first, that the wildness of Birds with regard to Man 
is a peculiar instinct directed against him, and not de- 
pendent on any general degree of caution arising from 
other sources of danger ; and secondly, that it is not 
acquired by them in a short time, even when much 
persecuted, but that in the course of successive gen- 
erations it becomes hereditary. With domesticated 
animals, we are accustomed to see instincts becoming 
hereditary ; but with those in a state of nature, it 
is more rare to discover instances of such 
acquired knowledge. In regard to the wildness of 
birds towards men, there is no other way of sccount- 
ing for it, Few young birds in England have been in- 
jured by man; yet all are afraid of him; many indi- 
viduals, on the other hand, both at the Gala and 
the Falklands, have been injured, but have not learned 
that salutary dread. We may infer from these facts, 
what havoc the introduction of any new beast of prey 
must cause in a country, before the instincts of the 
aborigines became adapted to the stranger’s craft or 
power.
